MasstTransfer brings togeth- 
er the» “benefits: of ~- the 
Commonwealth Transfer 
Compact, Joint Admissions, and 
the Tuition Advantage Program. 


MassTransfer is just one 
quick and easy form that a stu- 
dent has to fill out. 

A student can also have as 
low as a 2.0 GPA to use 
MassTransfer but their admission 
is not guaranteed to the school 
they are applying to, but if 
accepted all of the stipulations 
do apply. If a student has a 3.0 
GPA or higher-when transferring 
they can receive a 33 percent 
tuition waiver with 
MassTransfer.. This waiver is off 
of the tuition rate not the fees.

Emily Havey, a student here 
at NECC, is organizing a 
Bullying Awareness Day to be 
held sometime next year on the 
Haverhill campus. 

Bullying has become a 
nationwide epidemic, plaguing 
our youth at schools and at home. 
Havey decided to take action 
against bullying after watching 
her friends post videos on how 
awful bullying is, but not do any- 

thing else about it. 

“A video may get your attention, 
which is great, but it probably won't 
stick in your mind forever,” said 
_ Havey. 

In recent months, there have 
been several suicides in the news that 
have been caused by bullying. 

“I don't think that everyone

understands the repercussions of bul- 
lying and how much damage it can 
do” Havey said. One life is one life 
too many. 

Many students here at NECC 
have children or younger siblings. 
Some of those loved ones may even 
be affected by bullying. 

Havey says, “as adults it's our 
responsibility to protect children 
from being bullied.” 

Professor Meredith Gunning 
believes that an event like this 
should be held at NECC. She said 
it “sends a strong message that 
bullying is not acceptable.” 

Havey wants to have the 
Bullying Awareness Day in 
though the date 
is not set in stone. She wants to 
set up two tables for the day. 

One table will provide information, 
resources and raise awareness about bully- 
ing and the other will raise money for the 
Trevor Project. The Trevor Project is a sui- 
cide hotline for Gay, Lesbian, Bisexual, 
Transgender and questioning youths.

Voters will head to 
the polls on Nov. 2

Voters in Massachusetts and all 
over the country will be heading to 
the polls on November 2 to express 
their right to vote. 

In Massachusetts voters will be 
heading to the polls to vote for the 
governor, members of Congress, 
state Legislatures and the contentious 
Question 3, which calls for the roll- 
back of state taxes from 6.25 percent 
to 3 percent. 

Raising the awareness and edu- 
cating the college community on the 
importance of voting in the coming 
elections, the Contemporary Affairs 
club recently held a bake sale and 
handed out fliers to students and fac- 
ulty with information on what the 
students should expect when they 
head to the polls. 

The club also will be holding an 
informative meeting today at noon on 
voting in the coming elections. 


“We have a right that is not avail- 
able to many people in other coun- 
tries,” said Joe Donlon the former 
president of the club. “ Go vote it’s an 
important investment into the future 
of your country.” 

The race for governor, which 
seems to be the most important to 
many, has four contestants with the 
incumbent governor, 

Deval Patrick, being one of 
them on the Democratic ticket. 
Charlie Baker, who lifts the 
Republican banner, is presum- 
ably the biggest challenge to the 
governor. Also, in the same race 
is an independent Timothy Cahill 
and Jill Stein of the Green- 
Rainbow party. 

Patrick, who has been leading 
in most of the polls, received a 
boost on his campaign this week- 
end when the president came to 
speak at one of his rallies. 

According to the Eagle Tribune 
the president praised the governor 
saying, that he had led the state at the 
most difficult times and that’s why 
this state will lead in the future. 

“And that’s why you've got to let 


him finish the work that Deval start- 
ed in 2006,” said the president, 
accroding to the Tribune. 

The Tribune said the president’s 
visit received criticism from the 
GOP. : 

The Republicans insisted that the 
visit only served as a reminder to vot- 
ers about Patrick’s tax increases, 
spending increases, and fiscal mis- 
management, which have resulted in 
high unemployment and unaccept- 
able job loss for the Bay State. 

Many students have mixed 
thoughts about the coming elections 
and some don’t see the reason why 
they should vote. 

“T grew up in a third world coun- 
try where every politician is corrupt 
and I don’t see much of a difference 
here either,” said Joshua Taveras, a 
biology major and _ registered 
Democrat. 

“T vote if I personally like a can- 
didate’” said Patrick Nett. 

The meeting by the contempo- 
rary affairs club will benefit many 
with the same thinking of Taveras, 
and maybe for others that don’t have 
a specific reason to vote.

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Tea Party movement is rising 


The Tea Party trys to 
intimidate voters

The Tea Party movement is in full 
swing on the eve of America’s 
midterm elections. At many rallies 
miniature copies of both the 
Declaration of Independence and the 
U.S. Constitution are waved proudly 
by cheering crowds — I find this a 
little unsettling. 

America’s founding documents are 
worthy of admiration. They were 
written at a time when the world was 
ruled by monarchs. But whenever 
people clamor that all America’s ills 
can be served by some ancient text I 
get a little suspicious. 

Tea party favorite and Minnesota 
Congresswoman Michelle Bachman, 
addressed a rally last month dubbed 
the “value voters’ summit”, in 
Washington ,D.C. 

“If you are scared of the tea-party 
movement, you are afraid of Thomas 
Jefferson who penned our mission 
statement, and, by the way, you may 
have heard of it, it’s called the 
Declaration of Independence. 
[Cheers, applause.] So what are these 


revolutionary ideas that make up and 
undergird the tea-party movement? 
Well, it’s this: All men and all women 
are created equal. We are endowed by 
our creator — that’s God, not govern- 
ment [applause] — with certain 
inalienable rights...” 

The Republican Party recently 


. released a manifesto called the 


Pledge to America, which included 
these words: “Any future bills 
including budget items must include 
exact words from the USS. 
Constitution that justify the content 
of the proposed measure.” 

This seems a bit overdone, especial- 
ly for a party and a movement that 
prides itself on taking power back 
from “big government.” Harvard 
Law Professor Michael Klarman, in a 
lecture to John Hopkins University 
on Constitution Day last month 
pointed out that the constitution was 
actually written to curb the power of 
individual states and to strengthen 
the central government at the 
expense of democracy. 

According to Professor Klarman, 
“The Framers’ constitution, to a large 
degree, represented values we should 
abhor or at least reject today.” Here 
he’s talking about slavery and the 
oppression of women. He went on to 
say, “There are parts of the 
Constitution with which we are still

In light of the many recent suicides, 
which were allegedly fueled by bully- 
ing, one can’t help but wonder how 
this tragic trend has become so wide- 
spread, making headlines in both 
local and national publications. 

Has bullying somehow evolved into 
the monstrosity that the media is rep- 
resenting, or has the way we, as a 
society, view bullying evolved? 

Have we, as a society, come to the 
epiphany, that while sticks and stones 
can inflict some serious damage, 
words can be just as destructive? 

Have we realized that development 
of “thicker skin” is not only physio- 
logically impossible, but that it also 
cannot fend off the barbs of verbal 
abuse? Or has bullying mutated into 
the many-headed beast portrayed by 
the media?

Not everyone who is bullied com- 
mits suicide, therefore there must be 
some factors that apply to the remote 
few that do, such as the lack of a sup- 
port network of family and friends, or 
maybe a lack of intervention by 
school officials, or maybe (and 
please, don’t consider me heartless 
for this final suggestion) the victim 
simply never learned how to appro- 
priately cope with being bullied. 

I am not condoning bullying or sug- 
gesting that its victims are at fault, 
but I will suggest that bully-proofing 
oneself might be the greatest preven- 
tative measure a potential victim 
could take; being more knowledge- 
able and well-versed on the tactics 
and effects of bullying, and knowing 
what resources are available and who 
can help. 

Society’s heightened awareness, 
amidst the media frenzy, has resulted 
in action regarding legislation pre- 
venting bullying. 

Currently, 45 of the 50 states have 
enacted legislation to prevent bully- 
ing, according to 
www.BullyPolice.org. 

Such legislation varies from state to 
state, but many states included the 
provision of educating parents, stu- 
dents, and school officials on bully- 
ing and bully prevention. 

Such legislation is great, but for 
some it came a little too late and the 
resulting damage has shaken entire 
communities, as families and friends 
mourn the untimely deaths of their 
loved ones.

Student outraged 
over denial of 
toaster access

It was a typical Monday morning. 
I arrived to school about fifteen min- 
utes early as I do every Monday, 


Wednesday and Friday to have - 


breakfast in the Jitters Café. 

Now as you may know a col- 
lege student’s budget is tight and 
if there is an opportunity to save 
a dollar or two it should be taken 
advantage of. 

I happen to be a NECC student 
who is on a tight budget and 
found a way to save money 
while still being able to have my 
breakfast in the Jitters Café three 
times a week, or so I thought. 

A bag of six bagels at Market 
Basket cost $1.59 while one 
bagel at The Jitters Café will run 
you $1.00 a pop. Let’s do the 
math. Three bagels purchased a 
week at the Jitters Café will run 
me $3.00 a week and $12.00 dol- 
lars a month. 

Two bags of Bagels purchased 
at Market Basket will last me 
awhole month and only cost me 
$3.18. It’s a no brainer that the 
bag a of bagels from Market 
Basket is the better buy. 


My money saving plan was to 
bring my own bagel from home 
three times a week and toast it in 
the Jitters Café. I still planned to 
purchase my cream cheese from 
the café which is 25 cents. 

My plan came to a screeching 
halt two weeks ago when I was 
denied toaster access by Jitter 
Café staff unless I purchased a 
bagel from the café. I was told 
that this was college: policy. 

I was outraged but hungry and 
decided to pay the dollar for the 
bagel that was already mine. 

I could not believe that I was 
being denied access to the toast- 
er, considering the amount of 
money NECC charges me for 
tuition. NECC should support 
student’s efforts to save money. 

I feel I was taken advantage of 
having to pay for a bagel that was 
mine to begin with. 

Jitter Café staff was unavailable 
to sit down with me for an offi- 
cial interview but the Cyber Café 
staff was more than willing to 
give me there opinion on the 
matter. Tim Robinson, the Cyber 
Café chef manager, disagrees 
with the college policy. 

“What’s the big deal? If a student 
came in and said can I toast some- 
thing in your toaster I would say go 
ahead.” said Robinson. 

Melissa Merrill who is also 
Cyber Café staff also disagrees 
with the policy. “As long as 


you’re not toasting something 
that could damage the toa 

ster, like a honey bun or pastry, 
students should be able to use the 
toaster.” said Merrill. 

The food prices at Northern 
Essex are already expensive 
enough and 

“The college should be looking out 
for the students and not worrying 
about the extra money they could be 
making off of them,” said NECC stu- 
dent Roland Claudio. 

Claudio was shocked when I 
told him of my experience in the 
Jitters Café.

New driving law 
bans texing while 
driving in Mass

As of Sept. 30, 2010 texting 
while driving became _ illegal. 
However, this new law prohibits 
more than just sending text messages. 
It is also illegal to read incoming 
messages, check e-mail, and use the 
internet capabilities while driving. 
Those under 18 can’t even use a 
hands-free device to makecalls. 

Even doing so at a stop light is a 
violation of the new law. The biggest 


_consequences fall on drivers under 


the age of 18. These penalties are, in 
some ways, more severe than those 
for driving under the influence. I feel 
that the consequences for using a 
mobile device are disproportionate to 
the crime. i 

“A driver under 18, also known 
as a junior operator, cited for using a 
mobile phone will receive a $100 fine 
and have his or her license suspended 
for 60 days for a first offense,” said 
Rachel Kaprielian from the registrar 
of motor vehicles to the Boston 
Globe. 


The penalty for a second offences 


$250 and a 180 day license suspen- 
sion. A one-year suspension and $500 
fine applies to any further offenses. 
If a person is charged with driv- 
ing under the influence there would 
be a loss of license for 30 days and 
$500-5000 in fines.

No name calling 


President Obama takes

Last Thursday MTV, BET, and CMT simul- 
cast a town-hall style forum with President 
Barack Obama. The forum gave the studio audi- 
ence as well as followers on Twitter a chance to 
ask the President their questions.

And the 
Internet and Twitter and all these things are very 
powerful, but it also means sometimes that 
instead of having a dialogue we just start calling 
folks - calling each other names. And that's true 
on the left or the right.” 

President Obama continued, saying, “That's 
something I think we've got to avoid. We've got 
to be able to have a conversation and recognize 
we're all Americans; we all want the best for this 
country. We may have some disagreements in 
terms of how to get there... But we've got to 
stop the name-calling.” 

Concerns and fears aside, the President raised 
a very interesting point. The name calling we 

- see on a day to day basis is staggering. 

President Obama himself is no stranger to 
name calling. He's been called Terrorist- 
Coddling, Warmongering, Wall Street-Loving, 
Socialistic, Godless, and Muslim (Newsweek 
printed an article debunking all of those names, 
although it would be interesting to see a Godless 
Muslim). All over the political landscape you 
see names flying around with reckless abandon. 

The problem with calling people names is that 
it destroys conversation and interrupts meaning- 


ful communication. Children call each other 
names because they lack the vocabulary to 
express themselves constructively, what excuse 
do adults have? 

Take, for example, a couple of young adults 
who live together that are having an argument. 
One of the young ‘adults realizes that they are 
going to lose the argument and in an act of des- 
peration calls the other a name.

People are more willing to take the easy way out 
of a confrontation, and when that happens in a 


political situation it does significantly more- 


damage. 

The answer is simple, stop calling people 
names. Stop using racial slurs and using labels 
for sexual orientation as ammunition against 
another person. : 

Such things close the lines of communication 
between individuals and create walls that 
impede understanding and empathy. 

Sure it's easy to call someone Hitler, but in the 
end it doesn't make your argument clear or 
valid. Sweeping generalizations when applied 
to an individual make the speaker sound like 
they lack the ability to put their opinion into 
words. 

Instead, stop name calling and try explaining. 
For example, if you have a friend with radical 
views that include world domination and the 
eradication of a race or creed, then tell them 
how those views bother you and express a 
desire for them to embrace a less hostile world 
view. Although in that last example it might be 
easier just to tell them to stop acting like Hitler.

NECC needs note 
takers for students

The Learning Accommodations 
Center is offering note taking jobs for 
any student interested. Anyone who 
takes notes for a student registered to 
the center can get paid up to $125 per 
semester. 

“A lot of students need this 
service, says Susan J. 
Martin, associate director of 
the Learning Accommodations 
Center, “it's not always easy 
to get a note taker for a stu- 
dent who's in the same class 
as that student.” 

The role of a note taker is to 
take notes for a student who has a 
documented disability or is deaf 
or hard of hearing. As well as the 
other positions of the 
Accommodations Center, the 
note taker is not there to give the 
student an unfair advantage over 
other students, but to give that 
student an equal learning experi- 
ence in the course. 

Becoming a note taker does 
not only benefit the student in 
need, but it also benefits the note 


taker in ways other than getting 
paid. Such as, adding experience 
to a resume, receiving communi- 
ty service credit, and by getting 
involved in the college communi- 
ty. 

“Tt is also a great way for 
note takers to get to know the 
style, as well as the professor, 
of another course that they 
could possibly be interested 
in,” says Martin. 

A student could also 
become an accommodations 
assistant, who helps students 
with physical disabilities to 
participate in classroom 
activities. However, this posi- 
tion is paid at an hourly wage 
and is more time-consuming 
than being a note-taker. 

A note taker only needs to 
take notes for one course that 
the student takes (for the most 
part), while an accommoda- 
tions assistant helps one stu- 
dent in most, if not all, of 
their courses. 

Any student interested in 
becoming a note taker can 
stop by the Learning 
Accommodations Center in 
the Behrakis One-Stop Center 
(room SC111). 

No experience is needed, 
since training will be provid- 


ed. 


Religious 
knowledge 


Survey shows belief 
does not equate to 
knowledge

On Sept. 28, the Pew Research 
Center published the results of its 
U.S. Religious Knowledge Survey. 

It received a lot of media atten- 
tion, mostly focused on the result that 
Atheist/Agnostic respondants scored 
on average siginficantly higher, with 
20.9 questions right out of 32, than all 
other groups, the national average 
being 16.0 out of 32. 

"It's not what you'd expect," said 
Joe Coté, who scored 8 out of 15 on 
the shortened sample quiz which was 
available in association with the 
research. "You'd hope if people 
believed in a certain religion they'd 
know what they're talking about, why 
they believe it." 

In a limited sample, NECC stu- 
dents scored on average 10 out of 15 
answers correctly. One student, 
Melissa Streed, who also scored 8 out 
of 15, said, "I think it's important in 
our everyday life. Particularly in my 
life, not so much." 


Coreen Pecoraro (13/15) said, "I 
don't think it's that important at all 
anymore." 

Later, she said, "I feel like we 
don't need religion as much -- religion 
is way more important in third world 
countries, where they need some sort 
of reward for suffering." 

The nationwide survey didn't 
address other countries’ levels of reli- 
gious knowledge. 

When asked about how they 
thought America compared, most stu- 
dents seemed to feel that other coun- 
tries were doing better than the United 
States. : 

"I think other countries are more 
religious and probably know more," 
said Tanee Hobson, who scored 6 out 
of 15. 

Valerie Mainza, who scored 11 
out of 15, said, "America's like, you 
do you, I'll do me -- in other countries 
it's more of their culture, they have to 
know more about what's going on." 

The L.A. Times reporter Mitchell 
Landsberg pointed out what may have 
been the most unsettling piece of 
information the study revealed: "For 
comparison purposes, the survey also 
asked some questions about general 
knowledge, which yielded the scariest 
finding: 4% of Americans believe that 
Stephen King, not Herman Melville, 
wrote 'Moby Dick."

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Dead Rising 2 takes the control 
of Chuck Greene, an ex-motocross 
star who, after witnessing not only 


_ his wife becoming a zombie but also 


his daughter becoming infected as 
well, must obtain a daily dose of 
Zombrex to suppress the infection 
allowing her to hold off the zombie 
transformation another day. In order 
to obtain Zombrex, Chuck competes 
in Terror is Reality, a TV show where 
players kill zombies for prize money 
as the masses watch in excitement. 
During one of these shows that while 
Chuck is in an elevator, he's knocked 
unconscious and wakes up to hordes 
of zombies over running the Vegas- 
style strip of Fortune City where the 
game show is located. Chuck finds 
that the Army will be arriving in 72 
hours, and that right now they believe 
him to be the cause of this outbreak 
and if they find his infected daughter 
they will kill her, Chuck has these 72 
hours to find a way to stay alive, get 
out of the city, and give his daughter 
Zombrex every 24 hours while killer 
zombies and psychopaths surround 
and lurk every where. 

Some of these aspects may sound 
familiar to people, and that's because 
they are. Not only is the 72 hours the 
same, but just the game play itself is,

Professor Christina Dietrich recently 
presesnted Northem Essex with a piano 
event completely dedicated to celebrating 
the Polish composer, pianist and music 
teacher Frédéric Franéois Chopin's life and 
death.

British 


Is the British 
invasion over for 


American music?

Despite a strong history of British 
bands cracking America, many stu- 
dents feel their invasion of our charts 
is at an end. 

Hip-hop and rap artists are top- 
ping the Billboard Charts alongside 
pop idols such as Lady Gaga and Katy 
Perry, and Disney stars like Miley 
Cyrus and Selena Gomez. There's lit- 
tle room on American iPods for 
British bands looking for their big 
break. In fact, there have been very 
few such groups on U.S. charts since 
the Spice Girls. 

When The Beatles crossed the 
Atlantic, they opened the floodgates 
for more bands to come to America. 
The Rolling Stones, Led Zeppelin, 
The Who, and many others followed 
suit to make a name for themselves in 
the U.S. Now, the influx of British 
bands has slowed, and it has become a 
harder market to break into. Patrick 
Cramphorn, a student at Northern 
Essex Community College, says the 
only British bands or artists he listens 
to are from the punk era: “The Sex 
Pistols or, you know, The Clash.” 

There are more modern groups 
that have managed to bridge the gap 
between the British and American 
music industries. This year, Florence 


and the Machine have gained popular- 
ity though their performance at the 
MTV Music Video Awards. The use 
of their hit “Dog Days Are Over” in 
commercials and the trailer for “Eat, 
Pray, Love” has allowed them to tour 
the U.S. successfully. This 
Halloween, Florence and the Machine 
will be playing The House of Blues in 
Boston, Mass., and it is sold out. 
Similarly, La Roux, a British “synth - 
pop” duo has peaked at No. 2 in the 
Billboard charts. 

NME (pronounced “enemy”), a 
popular British music magazine, ran 
Meredith Humphrey's article “Why 
British Indie Bands Still Can't Break 
America.” Humphrey speculated that 
the decreasing popularity of English 
bands was due to America's own suc- 
cess. “The American Market is 
already so saturated with bands, it's 
difficult for overseas acts to make 
themselves heard.” She interviewed 
the Senior Chart Manager and Analyst 
for Billboard, Keith Caulfield, who 
said: “In the U.K. a small but dedicat- 
ed following can have a big impact on 
the charts. When Muse first came out 
they were a blip in the U.S. It took 
“Twilight” to bring them a whole new 
audience,” 

In 1964, no one in the U.S. 
expected four band mates from 
Liverpool, England to change the face 
of music. Perhaps it is just a matter of 
time before the American music 
industry is rocked again.

Those who have not read “Percy 
Jackson & The Olympians” will not 
be able to follow most of the story as 
it often references the war with the 
Titans, the overlaying plot of the pre- 
vious series. Also a good portion of 
the cast of the first book series make 
appearances throughout this new 
story. Riordan makes sure though 
that they do not steal the spotlight 
and that his three new characters; 
Jason, Piper, and Leo are the key

Riordan is taking a risk giving his 
already wildly popular story new 
main characters. Readers have grown 
attached to Percy, a character who 
now has a history and emotional con- 
nection with readers. Jason, Piper, 
and Leo are blank slates, characters 
that compared to Percy will appear 
shallow at first since the readers 
know nothing about them. Riordan 
uses common archetypes so we can 
easily understand them at first and 
then uses their interactions with each 
other and already well-known char- 
acters to flesh out these new campers 
and make them more three dimen- 
sional. 

Leo quickly becomes a break- 
away character in the 
Compared to Jason who is the typical 
self-doubting leader and Piper who 
plays the torn girl hiding a dark 
secret, the wisecracking Leo is a fun 
and fresh character from the start. As 
the book develops Jason and Piper 
become fuller characters, but by then 
readers will already be attached to 
Leo who seems to be in a sidekick 


role to the typical hero Jason.: 


Riordan does allude in the story 
though of Leo's role growing to 
become much more important. 

As in all of Riordan's books, the

heroes are put on extremely short 
time-limit. They have four days to 
find out who kidnapped a Goddess, 
where she is, and save her before she 
is sacrificed to summon an evil 
greater than the Titans. Riordan 
seems to want to use this tool to add 
a sense of urgency, but after using 
this tool so much it has grown weary, 
especially since the time limits’ 
become unrealistically shorter.

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_ Miners are brought 
to the surface and 
bring hope to nation

After 69 days, the 
Chilean mining ordeal ended 
in a rescue mission that cap- 
tured the attention of the 
world and inspired a nation 
with a testimony of faith, 
hope, perseverance and 
change for the future. 

The rescue operation 


| was finished Oct. 13, 22 
_ hours after it began. The 33. 


miners were carried 2,000 ft 
to the surface of the earth 
through a narrow shaft, trav- 
eling in a capsule named 
“Phoenix” after the mythical 
bird that rises from the ashes, 
an appropriate title for the 
instrument that played an 
essential role in the 
Cinderella mission to rescue 
the miners. 

The miners were carried 
to the surface one at a time, 


_ where they were greeted and 


embraced by teary eyed fami- 
ly members, and Chilean 
President Sebastian Pifiera. 

“They were so grateful, 
so full of hope” said Pifiera 
of the miners in an interview 
with Diane Sawyer. 

“They gave us a lesson... 
of unity, of working in fel- 
lowship, of faith and of 
hope.” 

The mine collapsed Aug. 
5 and initially it was - 
unknown if there were any 
survivors to the disaster. The 
Chilean government initiated 
search and rescue missions 
searching for the survivors, 
but it was not until two-and- 
a-half weeks after the col- 
lapse that authorities discov- 
ered the miners in the emer- 
gency shelter. They were dis- 
covered 17 days after the col- 
lapse, with only 24 hours of 
oxygen left in the mine for 


survival. 

Miners attached a note to 
a drill that was was carried to 
the surface, a sign of life that 
released elation and celebra- 
tion to those searching. 

The men had been living 
off of rations that consisted 
of two spoonfuls of tuna, one 
sip of milk and one bite of a 
cracker and a peach, every 
other day. 

The initial rescue time- 
frame was estimated to take 
at least four months, with 
doubts if the miners would be 
rescued before Christmas. 

In the meantime, care 
packages called “palomeros” 
were sent to the miners and 
communication was estab- 
lished. 

Mario Gomez, wrote a let- 
ter to his wife saying 
“Patience and faith. God is 
great and the help of my God 
is going to make it possible 
to leave this mine alive.” 

Gomez,63, was the oldest 
miner in the shaft. He was desig- 
nated as “the spiritual guide,” 
starting a chapel in the mining 
shaft. His wife said in an inter- 
view that it was not 33 men 
down in the mine, rather 33 men 
and God.

Faith in God was a key 
element in their experiences, 
many of the miners and their 
familes praised God and 
attributed their faith for a 
source of hope. 


One miner said he encoun- 
tered God and the Devil in 
the mine, and God won. 
Many of the miners coming 
to the surface also wore 
shirts that said “Gracias 
Sefior,” translated “Thank- 
you Jesus” and upon coming 
to the surface immediately 
fell to their knees in prayer. 

Another miner, Mario 
Sepulveda, upon coming to 
the surface rallied the crowds 
in cheers of celebration. 

"IT buried 40 years of my 
life down there, and I'm 
going to live a lot longer to 
be a new person,” he said. 

“T think I have learned a 
lot of wonderful lessons 
about taking the good path in 
life. For those of you able to 
call your wives, or your hus- 
bands, do so," quoted an arti- 
cle from CNN. 


There is also great expec- 
tation for changes in labor 
standards for the future. 
According to the Guardian 
newspaper, the San Jose mine 
is responsible for 12 deaths 
in recent years. And in the 
country of Chile in 2009, 
there were 685 workplace 
accidents and 443 work-relat- 
ed deaths. 

In an interview Pifiera 
said of the mine, “it never 
should have functioned as it 
was functioning. It had a 
long history of violations.” 
The Chilean government 
immediately required the San 
Jose Mining Company to 
make restitution to the min- 
ers families in the total 
amount of $1.8 million. 

President Pifiera said 
there were two lessons to be

of this rescue mission. The 
first is to quickly respond, 
taking responsibility and 
using all available energy 
and resources. 

“In our case we did not 
waste a second we decided to 
take full responsibility for 
the rescue effort,” he said. 

The second lesson, “Never 
lose your faith and hope. 
Never give up!” 

Luiz Urzua,was the 33rd 
miner to be rescued, the shift 
foreman in the mine. Urzua 
was the miner who took 
responsibiltiy for food 
rationing and committed to 
bring his crew to safety. 

Upon coming to the surface, 
Pifiera said, “You completed 
your duty, leaving last like a 
good captain. You are not the 
same after this, and Chile 
won't be the same either."

Alas, no one can find her. Is 
she in hiding from these 
charges?” 

Thus the “Gordon College 
Institute for Public History,” 
“History Alive” troupe, takes 
us through an interactive, his- 
torically accurate perform- 
ance of the court action in 
1692 for Goodwife Bridget 
Bishop. 

Those of us who have tick- 
ets are informed to stand on 
this spot in the pedestrian 
mall outside the Old Town 
Hall in Salem, Mass., for the 
start of the performance. 

“Look, I think I see her,” 
says the constable, holding 
paperwork for her arrest.

The man is dressed in 
Puritan garb. He talks funny. 
The crowd appears uncertain. 
Perhaps they are asking them- 
selves, “What have I gotten 


myself into this time?”

I look over the crest to see 
unsuspecting Bridget walking 
towards‘us. She is wearing a 
forest green over coat. It is 
unbuttoned and underneath is 
a full-length red woolen 
dress. Several Puritan men 
grab her and start pulling her 
towards Town Hall. She kicks 
and screams. 

“Let go of me! Get your 
hands off me!” 

“You are being charged 
with being a witch, Bridget 


Bishop” ‘they tell her. She 
wrestles with the men, and 
tries to pull free. 

“Let me go. I am inno- 


cent!” She pulls away from 
their grasp. She falls to the 
PTOUNG yy ase) Os i O Ue eet OTUE 
Goodwife Bishop. You must 
face these charges,” says the 
constable, yanking her up by 
her ar. 

The crowd follows. We are 
moving in unison. No one 
falls behind as we move faster 
and faster toward the court- 
house. 

The eyes of the tourists 
follow our mob as we pass by 
them, single-minded in our 
purpose to get Bridget Bishop 
to the courthouse without let- 
ting her escape.
